The impression prevails that should Gen­ 
eral Grant receive the nomination he will 
carry two or three ot the Southern States. 
This impression is based on the fact that 
many of the old Southern leaders are tired 
oi the Democratic rule in the South, and 
that they see there is no hope for the South 
and no prospect* of their coming to the 
front in politics, unices a man like Grant 
is elected. There is a selfish spirit about 
this to be sure, but it is their political 
bread ani butter, and hence »oany of the 
leaders there look favorably upon the re­ 
nomination of Grant, and will U9e their 
Influence to secure his election. 


The question now is who will prove 
master of the situation, President Hayes 
or the Democrats in the United States 
Senate. Every one of the Supervisors of 
Census, L>r Ohio, was rejected by the Sen­ 
ate, on the instigation of Senator Thurman, 
for the reason that all of them were Re­ 
publicans. A demand is made for some 
Democratic Supervisors, otherwise 
all 
nominations will be rejected by the Dem­ 
ocratic Senate. This will test the Presi­ 
dent's backbone. It is stated that he 
proposes to send in another list of nomioa* 
tioas—all Republicans, as he does not 
propose to submit to any dictation. Here­ 
by the President puts a chip upon his 
shoulder, and dares the Democratic Senate 
to knock it cif. 


The Chairman of the Republican State 
Central Committee—lion. Robert H. Ba­ 
ker—has issued a call for a State Conven­ 
tion to be held at Madison on Wednesday, 
the 5th of May, to elect delegates to attend 
the Republican National Convention at 
Chicago on the 2J of June.

vegetables 
will not look 
or 
have 
a fine flavor. The time for boiling green 
vegetables depends very much upon the 
age and time they have been gathered. 
The younger and more freshly gathered 
the more quickly they are cooked. Below 
is a very good time table for cooking veg­ 
etables : 
Potatoes boiled, thirty minutes. 
Potatoes baked, forty-five minutes. 
Sweet patatoes, boiled, forty-six min­ 
utes. 
Sweet potatoes, baked, sixty minutes. 
Squash, boiled, twcoty-fiye minutes. 
Squash, baked, forty-flye minutes. 
Green peas, boiled, twenty to forty min­ 
utes. 
Shelled beans, boiled, sixty minutes. 
String beans, boiled, one to two hours. 
Green corn, twenty-five to sixty min­ 
utes. 
Asparagus, fifteen to thirty minutes. 
Spinach, one to two horns. 
Tomatoes, fresh, ono hour. 
Tomatoes, canned, thirty minutes. 
Cabbage, forty-fiye 
minutes or two 
hours. 
Cauliflower, one or two hours. 
Dandelions, two or thrco hours. 
Beet greens, one hour. 
Onions, one or two hours. 
Beets, one to five hours. 
Turnips, white, forty-flve to sixty min­ 
ute*. 
Turnips, yellow, ono and a hall to two 
hours. 
Parsnips, one or two hours. 
Carrots, one or two hours.
